The death of Lewis E. Sprankle. 
81. of Fairfield R IV. wa;, due to 
natural causes, an autopsy and in­ 
vestigation Friday revealed Cerebral 
thrombosis was assigned as the 
cause. The examination showed he 
also suffered from pulmonary tu­

Dr C G. Crist, Adams county 
coroner, said Mr. Sprankle had ap­ 
parently become ill. and had started 
walking toward the home of a a* otto - 
bor when he collapsed and died. The

State polite of the Gettysburg 
substation, who aided in the investi­ 
gation. said no marks of violence 
wert* found on the body, that a sum 
of money he customarily carried 
with him was found in a drawer in 
the house, and that nothing had 
beta disturbed in his home. 
Sprankle had 
been in 
falling 
health for some 
time, due to 
his 
advanced years, authorities said, He 
had not been seen for several days 
until a searching party found his 
body in some bushes about 200 feet 
from his home Friday morning. 
Partially Dressed 
Only marks on the body, state 
police said, were small scratches 
from branches of the bushes. WTien 
found, he was lying on his side, 
with his right hand under his head. 
He was only partially clothed, in 
heavy underwear, a heavy gray 
shirt, heavy gray wool socks and 
rubber overshoes. One overshoe was 
on the body and the other was 
found, with Mr. Sprankle’s cap, be- 
. tween the body and the house. 
A son of the late John and Mary 
Buckingham Sprankle. he was born 
ii* Washington county. Md., but re­ 
sided near Fairfield for the past 70 
years. His wife, Mrs. Flora Lowe 
Sprankle, died a number of years 
ago.

Is Fired, Plan Wide-Scale Sweep

Washington, Nov. 17 (.71 — Presi­ 
dent Truman’s confidants said to­ 
day the firing of Assistant Attorney 
General Theron Lamar Caudle is 
the beginning of a sweeping admin­ 
istration hcuse-cleaning. 
The president reportedly has sen* 
out word to fire, retire, or get the 
resignation of all government execu­ 
tives whose outside activities, how­ 
ever leeal, might provide fodder for 
Republican campaign oratory. 
Sources at Kev West, Flu., where 
Mr. Truman is spending a vacation 
said other dismissals may follow 
and that professional politicians are 
on notice to get in line for the 
clean-up drive. 
They said .Mr. Truman, with his 
eye on the hard 1952 presidential 
race ahead, is determined to weed 
out those who micht lay his admin­ 
istration open to charges of corrup­ 
tion. 
“Just A Starter’’ 
“This is lust a starter," said one 
highly-placed advisor in Key West 
He asked that he not be quoted by 
name. 
"The president is angry over dis­ 
closures that have reflected on him 
and his administration. He hopes 
that any of those whose activities 
are open to question will step out 
of their own accord.” 
Even befor** word camp from 
West, the feeling in Washington w'as 
that Caudle’s firing was just the 


first move in a planned wide-scale 
clean-up. 
’’This is just the beginning.” said 
Rep. King <D-CalifP, chairman of 
the House Ways and Means subcom­ 
mittee, which has been unearthing 
corruption and misconduct in the 
internal revenue service. 
The president late yesterday fired 
Caudle as the government's chief 
prosecutor of tax frauds less than 
48 hours after the committee passed 
along to Mr. Truman information 
it said it had dug up on baudle’s 
activities. 
"My Heart Is Broken" 
Mr. Truman announced Caudle 
resigned by request because he had 
"encaged In outside activities'* in­ 
consistent with his position as head 
of the Justice Department tax divi­ 
sion. Presidential Secretary Joseph 
Short told reporters that “as far as 
the president knows nothing done 
has been illegal." 
In an emotional interview follow'- 
ing the president’s announcement 
from Key West, Fla., Caudle said, 
“My heart is broken.” 
"I have nothing to hide from any­ 
body,” he said of his four years as 
tax p-osecution chief. 
Caudle’s ouster will have no effect 
on the King committee’s n’ans to 
summon him as the star witness in 
hearings now scheduled for Novem­ 
ber 26, the Monday following the 
Thanksgiving weekend.
